Yet. 
Lord Kelvin estimates that tho “ run­ 
ning slow” of the earth in its daily ro­ 
tation round its axis amounts to 
22 sec­ 
onds per c< ntury. 
The main cause of this retardation is 
the friction caused by the tides, which 
act as a brake, the action of which has 
beta calculated by this eminent physi­ 
cist to be equal to aw* Ti it of 4,000,000 
tom applied on the equator. 
Other causes have also to be taken in­ 
to account— as, for exam pie, the increase 
in tue size of the earth, due to the fa ll­ 
ing 011 it of meteoric dust, which, if de­ 
posited at the rate of 
1 ne foot in 1.000 
years, would produce t îe observed 
r e ­ 
tardation by itself. 
Such a phenomenon as the annual 
growth and melting of snow and ice at 
the poles is introducing irregularities 
into the problem, the growth at the 
poles, by abstracting water from the 
other parts of tho ocean, accelerating 
the ea rth’s motion, and the melting, by 
restoring the water, retarding it. 
Against the retarding forces there has 
to be takoii into account a probable 
a c ­ 
celeration, due to the gradual sinking 
of the earth by cooling, but this Lord 
Kelvin believes to be very small — per­ 
haps not more than one six-thousandth 
part of the retardation due to tidal fric­ 
tion. 
Professor Newcomb ha- declared from 
astronomical considerations that 
the 
earth went slow and lost seven seconds 
between 1850 and 1802, and then went 
fast and gained eight seconds between 
1802 and is? :.', changes of rate explica­ 
ble by possible changes 
111 the earth’s 
shape, so slight as to bo quite undiseov- 
erable in astronomical observations.— 
<’hicago Times.

An a xioma tic principle lies at the bot­ 
tom of “ the new whist. ’’ 
It deals with 
the value o f tenure. 
Deachapelles, Math­ 
ews and Clay placed much stress on this 
Idea. 
Its importance is recognized by the 
few moderns who have contributed to 
wbist literature independently of Pole. 
Cavendish & Co. 
Foster, in “ Whist Stra t­ 
egy,” says of “ the short suit ga m e” : “ In­ 
stead of trying to ‘obtain for your 
sm all 
cards a va lue that does not intrinsically 
belong 
to 
them 
(the 
Pole-Cavendish 
scheme], you endeavor to obtain for your 
high cards a trick ta king value that is de­ 
pendent on their position. ” Major Tenaco’s 
argument for the opening of a short suit 
in the absence of strength in hand has this 
for its nub, “ Avoid lea ding from any oth 
er single honor 
than the ace] and sma ll 
cards, for you are more likely to make a 
trick in the suit by rema ining quiet.” 
.-¡tames, in “ Short Suit Whist." sums up 
tho “ rilling motive” thus: “ Every card 
individua lly is more va lua ble when led up 
to than when led.” 
The editor of Whist, 
recently a nswering a correspondent’s in 
quirv as to which is tho stronger suit, 
king, 7. 5. 4, 2 or queen, jack, 8, 5, 3, pre­ 
fers the latter, and expla ins, “ The chances 
for a sure trick in the king suit >ire much 
better if som eone else is permitted to open 
it.” 
The present writer, in “ Whist Open­ 
ings,” which lias the honor of being tho 
pioneer work devoted exclusively to the 
advanced game, expresses the tenuee prin 
ciplo in this maxim: 
“ Given a long suit not headed by a se­ 
quence of two or more high cards and not 
accompanied by such strength in trumps 
and the other plain suits that, with reason 
able assistance from partner, you can es­ 
tablish and bring it in, you will i>e more 
likely to win tricks in the suit if somebody 
else opens it than if you open it yourself.’ 
This all pervading truth the student and 
player of whist should incessa ntly bear in 
mind and apply in practice. 
It is not 
enough to a cknowledge the advantage of 
holding on to suits composed of small cards 
and the ace, queen (ma jor tenure), the 
king, jack (minor tenaee), and the ace, 
jack (vice ten a ce). it is necessary also t> 
feel the wisdom < f nursing what little 
strength you possess in such a suit.as king 
or queen, with throe or four small ca rds 
unless, indeed, your hand is otherwise so 
rii h in trumps and cards of re-entry that, 
even if partner be unable to give you much 
help, you 
can 
probably bull 
tlie suit 
through to establishment. 
If you have not trump and plain suit 
strength 
in your hand 
originally, you 
should not try to plav the long suit ga me 
—that is, should not try to establish a 
long suit and make tricks with the sma ll 
cards in it, because, by an unsuccessful a t­ 
tempt to do all this, you jeopardize your 
chances 
of 
successfully 
a ccomplishing 
something more—na mely, ma king tricks 
with wha t few high cards you have, which, 
however, 1« all you have a right to expect 
from the 
1 lain suit elements of an indif­ 
ferent hand. 
Furthert;! ore, i 
you open a short suit 
rather than a lone one, you are much more 
likely to be able t 
1 use your sma ll/trumps 
for “ rolling.” The “ ruffing” game is not 
the most intellecti al class of whist strategy, 
to lie sure but it wins tricks and is not to 
be despised. 
The opening with a losing card I have 
called, in “ Whist O penings,” the “ gam 
b it,” and the word has found acceptance 
a mong wbist players as a briefer and more 
significant term than the phrase “ short 
suit opening.” 
In the order of their va lue the ordinary 
ga mbits are: Queen, from queen and jack, 
with or without smaller cards, or from 
queen and one small, or quoen alone; jack, 
from jack and not more than two small, or 
from jack, It) and any number of sma ll, 
and 10, 0, 8, 7 or 0 from the t o p of a suit, 
the shorter the better. 
You cannot, go be 
1 iW the 0 without misinforming partner. 
I append a pretty exa mple of ga mbb 
opening, followed by the bringing in of a 
long suit, which could have been a ccom­ 
plish ed only with great dfticulty after the 
original opening of the long suit.

A large factory

On paying the fee the mem­ 
bers are entitled to all the services re­ 
quired to keep their wardrobe in repair 
and presentable condition.

Wagons call at 
the houses of patrons of tho company 
twice a week, if necessary and collect 
the elohes which have been placed in 
the chest, at the same time leaving a 
chest full of clothes, carefully mended 
and pressed ready for wear. One young 
mun who has been a patron of the novel 
establishment for some time says that it 
works like a ( harm, and his apparel 
bears out bis stati ment.

tailors, the old clothes gatherers and tin 
servants who have strutted in tho cast 
off garments of their masters don’t like 
the innovation, but it is a necessity of 
tlie times. 
Keeping up appearance is a 
great business here, and this new clothe)* 
fixing scheme is a regular boon to loth 
of men who travel on shape and style.
